Pedersen said Mises Samollow lives in 
Chicago with a Mrs. Polikoff, her aunt, 
who runs a delicatessen store at 6066 
North Clark street. The girl's parents 
live at North Yakima, Wash., where 
Pedersen said he visited her.

San Francisco, Cal. Feb. 23.—[ Special. ] 

An attempt to blow up the Japanese 
building at the Panama-Pacific exposi- 
tion was discovered yesterday by a jani- 
tor, who found in the „ 
a show case, a Stck of dynamite, 
the fuse half burned. Every effort was 
made to keep the affair seoret, but this 
morning a guarded story was published 
in a local Japanese paper. 

It 10 current rumor that several other 
Sticks of dynamite were found in the 
building, but besides acknowledging that 
one stick was found the Japanese consul 
will not discuss the subject. A search- 
ing investigation is in progress, but so 
far there is no clue to the identity of the 
man who attempted to perpetrate the act. 
Japanese Government Informed, 
From prominent pereons in the Japa- 
nese colony has come the informatio, 
that the government in Tokio has been 
apprised of the act and that much feel- 
ing haa been created, not only among the 
Japanese in this city but in Japan as well. 

On the part of the Japanese consul 
here and on the part of the more con- 
servative members of the Japanese col- 
ony there is a disposition to place the 
blame for the act upon some person desig- 
nated as a crank,“ and this explanation 
is being made in an effort to placate the 
more radical members of the local colony. 

Representations to thie effect also have 
been made to the ese papers in 
Tokio and other cities in Japan. 


Could Have Wrecked Exhibit. 

It is acknowledged by the exposition 
authorities that had the single stick of 
dynamite exploded great damage would 
have been done the building. The show 
case under which the stick was found 
contained some of the most valuable of 
the Japanese exhibits, and the dynamite 
was so packed under the heavy case as to 
give its explosive force full power. 

The plot just frustrated is the first indi- 
cation that there exists any enmity to- 
ward the Japanese as exhibitors, and, 
despite the evident desire of the exposi- 
tion officials to minimize the affair, there 
has been created in their minds a fear 
that further attempts to accomplish the 
purpose may be made. 


POWERS MAY INTERVENE 
IN MEXICO AFTER WAR. 


Belief Wilson Will Not Send Troops 
There Under Any Circun';aces 
Responsible for Attitude Abroad. 


./ashington, D. C., Feb. 23.—[Speciai. ) 
At became known today that diplomatic 
representatives of the European powers 
most interested in Mexico have been in- 
formed that this administration has no 
intention of going into Mexico again un- 
der amy circumstances. Asa result, it is 
ald, they will intervene there as soon as 
the world war is ended. 

This statement of the position of Preyi- 
dent Wilson was wholly informal, but is 
nevertheless understood to have been 
quite positive. It can create no ‘reach 
between this government and those of 
Europe for the reason that they have 
not presented any formal statement on 
the subject and what discussion there 
has been has been personal and unoffi- 
cial. 

It has long been known that the out- 
rageous conditions admitted to exist in 
Mexico have proved exasperating to the 
governments of Europe. 

Now that it 1e known that President 
Wilson has no intention of proceeding to 
do this and that he is determined not to 
be forced into intervention there is aris- 
ing a feeling of bitterness against this 
government. 

Fifteen hundred Carranza soldiers were 
killed and many wounded by Villa troops 
at the battle of Zayula, according to Gen. 
Villa’s version of the fighting, which was 
forwarded from Chihuahua today to the 


state department.

The Omnipresent Reformer. | 

“ All political parties are now reform 
parties. The whole country is a reform 
country. By legislation and by all kinds 
of organizations the country is seeking to 
purify its political life, to free it from its 
economic masters. 

“The radicals are merely carrying the 
democratic idealism still further. The 
reformers béheve that in order to secure 
a democracy all that is necessary ia to 
eradicate the evil grafts that have over- 
grown and obstructed essentially sound 
institutions. The radicals, however, be- 
lieve that these institutions themselves 
stand in the way of perfect democracy. 

Our Socialists, for example, think 
that we can never be free politically or 
socially until the entire economic basis 
established by law is abolished. . 


The Idealistic I. W. W. 
ne L. W. W. movement is as yet tite 
most democratic event that has happened 
in our community. The organization has 
had a great influence, and its spirit will 
not die—its spirit of democracy. Its 

ealistic faith that the unskilled workers 

capable of self-control and self-man- 
agement is a fundamentally democratic 
ideal. The spirit behind that labor or- 
ganization has pointed the vital demo- 
cratie truth that the workers must help 
themselves—must shape their own work, 
their own lives, must control their own 
destinies. 

“If you went among dynamiters, an- 
archists, or members of the I. W. W. you 
wouldn't find them any worte than your 
selves—not a bit. I was talking with a 
dynamiter friend of mine the other day. 
He talked like a cubist artist. If any one 
of you could have met him you would 
have recognized a splendid mind, 

“Political and industrial crime ig, as 
a rule, the result of the thwarting of the 
deeper democratic impulse—the impulse 
for an independent and rich spiritual Ute. 
For instance, sabotage and dynaniite 
are expressions of democratic despair. 
The spirit of sabotage says: ‘I will de- 
stroy the material bases of society unless 
you give me an opportunity to dream my 
dreams, to perform my work as it satis- 
fies my ideal.’ 


Workman Decries Authority. 

“The workman will never again work 
well until he works for himself. He used 
to believe that the king, the auto- 
crats, legitimately commanded him to 
work. He believed in authority and 
worked well. e no longer belleves in 
authority, and handicrafts, trades, and 
mechanical art will never again be good 
until the worker works for himself and 
can express himself in ..8 work.
